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Non-Chargeable  Leave  Policy 
Would  Attract  Careerists 

The  proposed  non-chargeable  30-day  leave  program 
“would  attract  a number  of  extremely  valuable  volun- 
teers,” according  to  Deputy  Secretary  of  Defense  Cyrus 
R.  Vance. 
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In  a letter  to  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives John  W.  McCormack,  Secretary  Vance  noted  that 
sense  of  purpose,  patriotism  and  dedicated  interest  of 
many  career  personnel  indicates  that  such  a program 
for  voluntary  extension  of  tour  or  for  reenlistment 
or  extension  of  obligated  service  would  be  attractive. 
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However,  the  secretary  said,  “It  is  considered  that 
equity  and  acceptability  require  that  such  a program 
include  at  least  a temporary  break  in  the  rigorous 
duty  and  an  opportunity  to  relax  at  home  or  in  a 
selected  location.” 

The  proposed  legislation  is  intended  to  provide  such 
consideration  in  recognition  of  the  added  obligation 
accepted  by  participants. 

Although  the  proposed  authorization  is  immediately 
intended  for  personnel  in  Vietnam,  the  legislation  would 
be  permanent  and  applicable  to  any  areas  in  which 
hostile  fire  pay  is  authorized  in  the  future.

We 
did  not  seek  the  power  we  have,  nor  do  we  wield  it 
lightly.  But  when  the  issue  at  stake  is  freedom,  we 
have  no  choice  but  to  defend  it.  Americans  always 
have  and  they  always  will.

DOD  Raises  Allowances 
To  Meet  Clothing  Costs 

Enlisted  personnel  will  receive  a 16.7  percent  boost 
in  monthly  clothing  maintenance  allowances  beginning 
July  1 in  line  with  higher  prices  in  clothing  sales  stores. 

Department  of  Defense  has  also  hiked  the  initial 
clothing  allowance  about  26.7  percent  and  upped  the 
extra  allowance  for  certain  personnel. 

It  is  estimated  these  increases  will  cost  about  $60 
million  more  than  what  is  required  under  the  current 
allowance  system. 

Previously,  it  was  announced  that  clothing  sales  store 
prices  would  rise  in  FY67.  Reason  given  was  that 
manufacturer’s  costs  had  risen. 

The  new,  higher  rates  are  based  on  latest  prices 
approved  by  Defense  Supply  Agency  for  the  initial 
issue  and  minor  changes  in  the  required  items.

CROSS-SECTION  SURVEY  of  re- 
tirees revealed  two  years  ago  that  six 
out  of  10  cited  medical  care  avail- 
ability as  important  element  in  their 
joining  the  service  and  staying  in  for 
a career.  Similar  number  expressed 
view  that  retirees  should  receive  same 
scope  of  medical  care  as  those  on  ac- 
tive duty. 

ALMOST  ALL  RETIREES  using 
military  medical  facilities  stated  that 
availability  of  such  facilities  was  im- 
portant consideration  in  selecting  re- 
tirement residence.  Of  those  not  us- 
ing military  facilities,  two-thirds  said 
they  did  not  because  of  distance  in- 
volved. 

DOD  CASUALTY  STATISTICS  re- 
veal 3,883  U.  S.  military  lost  their 
lives  through  hostile  action  causes  in 
RVN  during  Jan.  1,  1961-June  18, 
1966.  Additionally,  21,549  have  been 
wounded.  Nonhostile  actions  caused 
deaths  of  another  839. 

MARINE  BATTALIONS  and  squad- 
rons in  RVN  to  fly  their  own  battle 
streamers.  Move  is  result  of  ever- 
increasing  commitments  of  battalion 
landing  team-size  units  over  past  ten 
years,  beginning  with  the  Suez  inci- 
dent in  1956. 

SIX  SOVIET  MEDICAL  specialists  in 
the  use  of  radioisotopes  as  tracers  for 
diagnosing  and  investigating  diseases 
in  the  human  body  are  stateside  for 
unclassified  tour  of  U.S.  hospitals  and 
laboratories.  Similar  group  of  ex- 
perts in  the  U.S.  medical  tracer  pro- 
gram expected  to  visit  USSR  medical 
facilities  late  this  summer. 

ARMY  ANNOUNCED  MOST  of  the 
Selected  Reserve  Force  training  on 
accelerated  schedule  since  Nov.  1965 
will  undertake  a modified  accelerated 
training  program  in  July.  Units  will 
hold  58  drills  during  FY  67. 


WESTERN  EUROPE  IS  of  vital  se- 
curity interest  to  the  United  States. 
This  was  stated  by  Defense  Secretary 
Robert  S.  McNamara,  who  said  no 
potentially  hostile  power  should  dom- 
inate Western  Europe,  with  its  tre- 
mendous human  and  material  re- 
sources. 

HE  SAID  THAT  it  is  a fundamental 
interest  of  the  United  States,  far  sur- 
passing any  matter  of  formal  treaty 
arrangements,  that  Europe  should  re- 
main free  and  secure.  The  United 
States  will  under  all  circumstances 
help  to  protect  that  security  and  that 
freedom,  the  Defense  secretary  said. 

COL.  RAY  LAMBERT  MILLER  as- 
sistant White  House  physician  during 
Truman  administration  selected  to 
head  the  directorate  of  medical  serv- 
ices for  Army’s  1st  Logistical  Com- 
mand. Will  jointly  serve  as  com- 
manding officer  of  command’s  44th 
Medical  Brigade. 

REHABILITATION  OF  DISABLED 
people  will  get  an  assist  from  space 
technology  as  a result  of  agreement 
signed  between  the  Vocational  Re- 
habilitation Administration  (VRA) 
and  NASA.  NASA  will  aid  VRA  by 
making  available  results  of  aerospace 
research  that  also  apply  to  problems 
of  the  mentally  and  physically  handi- 
capped. 

MRS.  HUBERT  H.  HUMPHREY  has 
accepted  the  invitation  of  Secretary 
of  Navy  Paul  H.  Nitze  to  christen 
Polaris  submarine  Will  Rogers  on 
July  21.  Launching  was  rescheduled 
from  July  7.  The  USS  Will  Rogers 
will  be  christened  in  Groton,  Conn. 

ATHENAI  AIRPORT  LIBRARY, 
Greece,  has  won  first  place  in  the 
15th  Annual  USAF  Library  Publicity 
Contest.  Keesler  AFB,  Miss.,  library 
was  second  followed  by  Reese  AFB, 
Tex.  First  prize  of  $350  is  to  be  used 
for  library  reading  materials,  furni- 
ture or  equipment.  The  Athenai  li- 
brary also  received  a John  Cotton 
Dana  Award  to  be  presented  at  the 
American  Library  Association  Con- 
vention in  New  York  City,  July  11. 


MORE  THAN  100  members  of  1st 
Air  Commando  Wing,  England  AFB, 
La.,  participated  in  U.  S.  Army  Spe- 
cial Warfare  School’s  field  training 
exercise  Cherokee  Trail  IX  in  North 
Carolina.  Commando  aircraft  can 
land  and  take  off  from  short  unim- 
proved dirt  or  sod  airfields. 

NAVY  IS  TESTING  new  flight  deck 
surfacing  compound  on  its  aircraft 
carriers.  Tests  show  that  poly  ure- 
thane lasts  three  to  four  times  longer 
than  surfacing  in  use.  Navy  hopes 
to  use  new  compound  as  a preserva- 
tive of  the  wood  on  anti-submarine 
aircraft  carrier  flight  decks. 

DURING  CURRENT  YEAR  Defense 
Industrial  Supply  Center  will  procure 
approximately  150,000  miles  of  tele- 
phone wire.  This  is  enough  to  pro- 
vide 50  miles  of  wire  for  every  county 
in  the  United  States. 

TACTICAL  AIR  COMMAND  has  ac- 
tivated aircrew  replacement  training 
units  to  meet  increased  requirements 
for  tactical  fighter  and  reconnaissance 
pilots  in  Southeast  Asia.  Rated  per- 
sonnel will  be  drawn  from  all  major 
commands  for  transitional  in  TAC 
aircraft. 

AIR  FORCE  ANNOUNCED  require- 
ment next  year  for  370  officers  in 
grade  of  LC  and  below  to  serve  in 
Air  University  Teaching  System.

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Defense  Chiefs  Reaffirm 
ROK-US  Mutual  Security 

Continued  close  mutual  security  cooperation  between 
the  Republic  of  Korea  and  the  United  States  has  been 
reaffirmed  by  defense  chiefs  of  both  countries. 

Korea’s  National  Defense  Minister  Kim  Sung  Eun 
reviewed  his  country’s  military  posture  during  a Pen- 
tagon visit.  This  included  an  exchange  of  views  with 
Defense  Secretary  Robert  S.  McNamara. 

Their  talks  included  matters  of  mutual  concern  in 
the  Far  East,  including  Vietnam.  Mr.  McNamara 
praised  courage  and  efficiency  of  Korea’s  forces  in  South 
Vietnam  and  presented  the  Legion  of  Merit  to  Minister 
Kim  for  service  in  cause  of  Far  East  freedom. 

Minister  Kim  and  Secretary  McNamara  concluded 
that  significant  progress  has  been  made  in  modernizing 
Korean  armed  forces.  The  forces,  they  noted,  are 
stronger  and  better  equipped  than  ever  before  to  face 
continuing  threat  of  communist  aggression. 

"Insurgents"  Air  Drop 
Into  Mock  War  Zone 

Special  Forces  student  officer  detachments  have  para- 
chuted into  mythical  Pineland  kicking-off  Cherokee 
Trail  IX  in  Uwharrie-Sand  Hills  area  of  North 
Carolina. 

The  exercise  is  conducted  as  end-of-course  field  train- 
ing for  students  of  U.  S.  Army  Special  Warfare  School, 
Ft.  Bragg,  N.C. 

Controlled  field  problems  place  students  in  counter- 
insurgency-unconventional warfare  and  phychological 
operations.  Exercise  area  encompasses  nearly  one- 
million  acres. 

Details  Given  On  Movement 
Of  U.S.  Units  from  France 

Dependents  already  on  official  orders  to  France  are 
not  affected  by  Secretary  of  Defense  Robert  S.  Mc- 
Namara’s order  to  suspend  dependent  travel  effective 
Aug.  1. 

The  secretary  also  said  the  movement  of  U.S.  mili- 
tary personnel  from  France  to  other  bases  in  Europe 
will  not  affect  duty  tours.  Once  movement  of  person- 
nel is  completed,  the  flow  of  dependents  will  be  re- 
sumed. 

The  U.S.  now  has  about  30,000  military  and  U.S. 
civilians  working  in  France,  plus  37,000  dependents. 

The  number  of  personnel  directly  affected  in  the  move 
announced  by  Secretary  McNamara  June  15  includes 
7,500  military  and  civilians  and  10,700  dependents.

AR  600-50  is  being  revised  and  DD 
Form  1555  must  be  filed  on  receipt 
of  revised  regulation,  but  no  later 
than  deadline.  The  DD  forms  are 
being  printed  and  distributed  to  in- 
stallation level. 

Individuals  may  be  granted  up  to 
30  days  extension  by  immediate  su- 
perior if  filing  is  impractical  by  rea- 
son of  duty  assignment.

Special  Forces  Hero 
Awarded  Highest  Honor 

The  Medal  of  Honor  for  heroism 
in  Vietnam  has  been  presented  by 
President  Johnson  to  1st  Lt.  Charles 
Q.  Williams  in  a special  White  House 
ceremony. 

Williams,  a 32-year-old  wearer  of 
the  Green  Beret,  was  cited  for  gal- 
lantry in  the  defense  of  a special 
forces  camp  at  Dongxoai  during  an 
all  night  attack  by  Viet  Cong  forces 
June  9 and  10  last  year. 

Williams  took  over  as  leader  of 
his  detachment  after  his  commanding 
officer  was  wounded. 

The  President  noted  that  Williams 
rallied  his  men  and  led  them  person- 
ally in  disregard  of  five  wounds,  and 
held  off  the  enemy  until  help  could 
come. 


Ammo  Ship  USS  Chara  (AE-31) 
Slated  to  Join  Pacific  Fleet 

The  USS  Chara,  former  attack 
cargo  ship,  was  converted  last  year 
to  an  ammunition  ship  and  recommis- 
sioned June  25  at  Portland,  Ore. 

Once  the  ship  is  fitted  out  it  will 
join  the  Service  Force,  U.S.  Pacific 
Fleet.  Her  commander  is  Navy  Capt. 
Newton  P.  Foss. 

Chara  is  designed  to  transport  and 
deliver  ammunition,  missiles  or  other 
ordnance  to  fleet  or  shore  commands. 


Air  Defense  Clock 
Used  in  Smog  Control 

An  air  defense  technique  developed 
for  use  against  missile  attack  is  being 
used  in  the  battle  against  industrial 
smoke  and  city  smog. 

A long-duration  electronic  clock,  de- 
veloped for  the  radarscopes  of  Nike 
air-defense  batteries,  has  been  adapted 
for  use  in  a smoke-surveillance 
system. 

In  its  defense  application,  the  clock 
times  photographic  recording  of  the 
“readings”  of  high-velocity  airborne 
targets  during  air  defense  tests. 

In  the  new  industrial  smoke  con- 
trol system,  the  clock  is  placed  at  a 
remote  location  from  which  condi- 
tions can  be  continuously  observed 
and  photo-recorded.  The  system’s 
camera  unit  is  pulsed  to  take  photos 
at  three-minute  intervals,  providing 
a check  on  effectiveness  of  smoke- 
control  measures  and  a defense 
against  alleged  but  unfounded  accu- 
sations of  smoke  violations. 

President  Awards  Citation 
For  Operation  Hump' 

President  Johnson  has  awarded  the 
Distinguished  Unit  Citation  (First 
Oak  Leaf  Cluster  )to  the  1st  Bn 
(AB),  503d  Inf.,  173d  Abn  Bg  (Sepa- 
rate), and  attached  units. 

The  award  was  given  for  heroism 
in  action  against  hostile  forces  in 
the  vicinity  of  Bien  Hoa,  RVN,  Nov. 
8,  1965,  during  “Operation  Hump.” 

During  the  operation,  the  battalion 
aggressively  engaged  a numerically 
superior  enemy,  subsequently  esti- 
mated to  be  a main  force  Viet  Cong 
regiment,  and,  in  a single  day’s  fight- 
ing, destroyed  it  as  an  effective  fight- 
ing unit.  Survivors  were  forced  to 
flee  in  disorder,  leaving  their  equip- 
ment and  over  400  dead  on  the  battle- 
field. 
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
